Loss Caused By Merion Blasts 



Six Firemen Among Injured;

Homes Damaged 

4 PROBES UNDER WAY 



Nine persons were injured, one 
critically, damage of more than $100,- 
000 was caused and a community 
driven to near panic Tuesday, at 1.30 
P. M., when two pas explosions caused 
havoc in Merion. 

One blast shattered the residence of 
A. Balfour Brehman, 535 Greystone 
road, while firemen from Cynwyd 
were investigating gas leaks in the 
basement, pinning several volunteers 
beneath the debris and throwing Mil- 
ton Cook, colored butler and chauf- 
feur of the Brehmans, completely out 
of the house. 

The terrific explosion also crushed 
part of a house of Maurice L. Strauss, 
president of an auto accessories com- 
pany, at 537 Greystone road. 

Shortly later a second blast badly 
damaged the interior of the home of 
Leon S. Herbert, 77 Raynham road, 
a block away. 

While the Philadelphia Electric 
Company and three Lower Merion de- 
partments, building, police and fire, 
were making separate investigations 
of the cause of the explosions, resi- 
dents were assured there was no fur- 
ther danger.

Several local Rotar- 
of the discussions which we have been i iallS) ^ e said, are going to a confer- 
having about town improvements at; onCG j n t ] ie c j ty today, to consider 
large, including a new depot, and his

under review. The news is that there 
is a lot of chortling among a few 
railroad men about our "small town 
complaint," but those who indulge in 
such superior airs should be made 
aware that the only way to handle a 
snickering spirit is to proceed in kind 
and there is enough evidence in the 
records to establish the fact that Nar- 
berth is alert to its own significance 
and that it can conduct its end of the 
fray in reasonably robust fashion.

On the dead-end streets where life is a 
raw, pulsating medley of violence and 
sudden death, the gangster code 
is the bible of the street urchin. 



A BANK is robbed in broad 
davlight; a volley of gun- 
men's bullets kills two or three 
innocent bystanders: the police 
arrive on the scene of the 
crime; screaming sirens shock 
the populace out of its midday 
complacence; but t»ie robbers 
have made a mystcridus get- 
away. 

An hour later every law- 
abiding citizen has learned 
about the hold-up. Newsboys 
are selling newspapers like hot- 
cakes: "Extra . . . Extra . . . 
Bip Bank Robbery in broad 
daylight . . . Two Murdered 
... No clues . . . Police Baffled 
. . . Read all about the big 
mystery . . ." 

Thus the curtain rises on a 
full-blooded melodrama. The 
looming, bustling streets of the 
city are the stage. Law-abiding 
citizens are the spectators. 
There is no admission price — 
the drama is presented free of 
charge. But it is a drama that 
is much too realistic. The audi- 
ence would prefer something 
lcrr, blood-curdling, less gruc-

be ;i consulted. Lawbreakers 
have their own methods of 
staging a show — and rarely do 
they employ the conventional 
props. For the lawbreaker is 
gambling against big odds — if 
lie is a "loser," his bank-rob- 
bing drama will have its climax 
in ;ail.

These boys had a rendez- 
vous and when danger threat- 
cnc-'l them, their words of 
warning were 'Huddle 'em! 
Hf'.dle 'cm!'" 

:'nbsequcntly, an article 
headed "Huddle 'cm," describ- 
ing the gang and their plans 
of operation was published in 
the San Francisco Times. 
Thereafter, the name applied 
to them was contracted to 
"Hoodlum." These juvenile mis ; 
crcants were well organized 
and operated under the leader- 
ship of an elected captain who 
planned the crimes and as- 
signed members of the band to 
commit them. 

-heir rendezvous was an 
abandoned shack on an old 
wharf with an entrance under- 
neath it. They stole whatever 
they could lay their hands on, 
and later sold their loot to the 
fences and dealers on the Bar- 
bary Coast in the dives where 
they recklessly squandered 
their gains. 

Membership in the early 
Hoodlum gangs often included 
girls; in fact, several of the. 



As a general rule, the boys 
hurtg about the wharves ready 
to vent their cruelty upon any- 
one who happened along. 
Chinamen were their favorite 
victims of vicious torture. They 
were not always able to get 
hold of guns, so they depended 
on fists, bludgeons, brass 
knuckles and knives. One gang 
committed 22 burglaries and 
tried to blow up a church all 
within 10 days. 

All Hoodlums were very 
fussy about their dress; their 
hair was always oiled, curled 
and parted in the middle. They 
wore velvet vests, black frock 
coats, knee boots, sombreros, 
white shirts with low collars 
and tight, fawn-colored trous- 
ers. Their cars were invariably 
dirty — for the typical Hoodlum 
had nothing in common with 
the soap-makers of the time. 
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Hollywood's magicians have recreated on a 
motion picture set this remarkable repro- 
duction of the crowded side street where the 
vital drama of* "Dead End" finds its setting. 
The boys are the youngsters from the original 
New York "Dead End" cast. 

The stage play, "Dead End," 
which ran on Broadway for 
two years and was recently 
made into a motion picture un- 
der the auspices of Samuel 
Goldwyn, spotlights the slimy 
piers of the back-wash of the 
East River in that section of 
New York where the fashion- 
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Tommy was a "good kid" when he came to live in "Dead End". Now he finds 
himself in the clutches of the law, with his sister Drina pleading for him. Sylvia 
Sidney plays Drina in the Samuel Goldwyn picturization.

able apartments of the fifties 
meet the tenements of the 
waterfront. Here, too, flourish 
a group of slum hoodlums 
whose ancestry can probably be 
traced to the Hoodlums of the 
Barbary Coast. 

The slum hoodlums of "Dead 
End" pass their time in gamb- 
ling and petty thievery. Their 
idols are the gangsters and 
public enemies, many of whom 
have risen from their own 
ranks to achieve their dubious 
fame. 

Mr. Goldwyn purchased the 
picture rights to the play for 



$165,000 both because it was 
fashioned with the best of the 
drama's arts and because in its 
frame of entertainment it 
shows the influences boys on 
American streets meet daily. It 
dramatizes with force and im- 
pact the life of the kid gang- 
ster who gjets started on the 
road to crime while spending 
his yjouthful and formative lei- 
sure hours on the streets. 

Crime costs the United States 
government thirteen billions of 
dollars annually. 

And behind these de luxe 
figures are the life-stories of 



Bowery has always proved an 
interesting theme for drama, 
because there is color and 
glamor associated with the 
little shaver who goes through 
the mill trying to get along on 
the cold streets of a great city. 
Furthermore, the delinquent 
child commits comparatively 
few offences — his great crime 
years do not begin until he is 
between the ages of 14 and 1G. 
Often the story of the slum- 
boy-turned-gangstcr lies in the 
conflict which arises between 
the boy and the police. Chaotic 
conditions in the crowded tene- 



insists on enforcing rules. Thus 
a boy gets his first taste of the 
thrill of lawbreaking, of being 
a fugitive from justice. 

The history of most gangs is 
the history of the street urchin 
who joins a clique running 
around looking for something 
to do to. provide excitement. 
After a few sallies in the wrong 
direction, the gang gets a bad 
reputation and discovers that 
its members are being excluded 
from other groups so that they 
are thrown upon their own 
companionship. This proves a 
strong welding bond and pro-

"Every time the clock ticks 
off a minute and a half, there 
is a robbery, burglary, hold-up, 
theft, or embezzlement some- 
where in the United States. 
Federal statistics indicate that 
you have only one chance in 
four of going through 60 years 
of life without being the victim 
of a serious crime tantamount 
to robbery, assault, rape, ar- 
son, manslaughter, or murder." 

True, the newsboys of the 
Horatio Alger books rarely 
turned to crime no matter what 
the struggles and discourage- 
ments of their lives were. But 
the journals of various crime 
investigators indicate that the 
real-life newsboys and shoe- 
shine experts turn to delin- 
quency in childhood. 

In fact, the gang life of the 
East Side Bowery in New "York 
City in the '70's differed little 
from that of the Hoodlums on 
the Barbary Coast. In those 
days, the Bowery began at 
Chatham Square, and times 
were seldom dull for a Bowery 
urchin. The Bowery was shab- 
by, drunken, tough; it was a 
separate world from the flashi- 
ness of uptown Broadway. And 
when Bowery kids ventured in- 
to the uptown districts, the po- 
lice chased them away as if 
they were carriers of the Bu- 
bonic Plague. 

The Bowery gangs, however, 
knew little of real guns and 
bullets. The average age of the 



of Bowery crime was paltry, 
consisting of stolen comestibles 
and* small ^quantities of cash'. 
It vjas o^ly when Broadway 
came down to see what pick- 
ijgs^ there jtrckc in the Bowery 
that guns weie brought in and 
cpme began lo flourish on a 
rnoro lavish scale. 

j Tne annual highlight of 
Bowery activi'.ies took place on 
July 12, the annual Orange- 
rrten% celebration of the Battle 
o; ', the Boyne. This celebration 
it .variably wa4 attended by the 
E sst»Side hidswho participated 
merely to aii some of their 
vehemence. William A. Brady 
ir ljis boijk "Showman" de- 
sc ribes some f' the proceedings 
al which he wis an eye-witness 
in the days vhen he was a 
rt gg^d littfis Iby running wild 
oi i the streets of New York's 
Eist Side: i 

'"Hie aiTnuU Orangemen's 
celebration of |hu Battle of the 
Boyne alway.i' started a riot, 
bit this wa« a particularly fine 
or e. They vallid out the Ninth 
Regiment to restore order, with 
Ju bijf e JimJFiskc, theircolonel, 
rifling at the head in a uni- 
form that was even harder on 
the eye than the one he wore as 
admiral of fiie Fall River Line. 
But somebody took him with a 
rock right over the eye and, in 
less fime tlfan it takes to tell 
it. Col. Fiske was off his horse, 
over a fence and through a 
backjtard it to the next avenue, 
leaving thx^regiment to clear 
the streets as l>est they could."

ments send the boy out on the 
street where he seeks recrea- 
tion. Here, however, city 
regulations impose many disci- 
plinary measures which cramp 
his style and he soon develops 
tricks whereby he can elude 
the policeman on the beat who 



motes strong group conscious- 
ness. 

Soon all who don't belong 
are dubbed enemies. The gang 
begins to seek out dark alleys, 
deserted sheds, caverns under 
wharves — run-down places 
which soon have more attrac- 



tion for them than finely 
equipped playgrounds. Next are 
developed methods of aggres- 
sion and defense, codes of hon- 
or based on gang loyalty and 
plans of operation. In the early 
stages, crime is centered about 
the sidewalk fruitstand whence 
petty thievery is practiced, un- 
til the young criminal is brash 
enough to start on pocket-pick- 
ing, etc. 

In the 19th Century the 
other kij gangs which achieved 
recognition, besides the -Bar- 
bary Coast Hoodlums and the 
New York Bowery Gangs, were 
the Dead Rabbits and the 
Whyos. They also flourished in 
slum areas where the low 
poverty-stricken type of immi- 
grant began to pour in from 
Southern Europe. 

The first decade of the pres- 
ent century ushered in Monk 
Eastman's Gang and Paul Kel- 
ly's equally famous "Five 
Pointers." The latter operated 
east and west of the Bowery. 
Their personnel concentrated 
on stealing, picking-pockets, 
holdups, operation of gambling* 
games and drink dives. They, 
also bought and were paid for 
repeating votes on election 
days and offered their services 
to beat up strikers. They were 
really the forerunners of the 
present-day, large-scale rack- 
eteers. 

In every city where there 
arc slums and tenements, crime 
takes root. The slum area of a 
city is a confused social world 
— an area of transition — into 
which drift the poor, the ab- 
normal, the vicious, the crim- 
inal. It is an area of disinte- 
gration and disorganization, 
with foreign cultures and lang- 
uages, dilapidated dwellings, 
squalor, filth and vice. This 
disorganization makes itself 
felt disastrously in the lives of 
persons and families who be- 
come marooned within its 
boundaries. 

The abnormal habits and 
traits of a transitional society 
are soon reflected in anti-social 
behaviour patterns of both chil- 
dren and adults alike. They 
absorb the atmosphere of fail- 
ure and limitations and exhibit 
their maladjustment to each 
other and to the life of the rest 
of the city. 

Small wonder, therefore, that 
this theme was adopted by Sid- 
ney Kingsley for his hit play, 
"Dead End." And small won- 
der that Samuel Goldwyn, in 
turn, bought it for transcrip- 
tion to the screen. The stor? 
revolves about a gang of street 
urchins.. They have no place to 
play other than the dead end 
of an East side New York 
street, at the point where it 
runs into the East River. 

As the story opens, the kids 
arc planning a "war" with the 
Second Avenue gang, their 
bitter enemies. The "war" 
promises to encompass every 
feature of real gang warfare. 
The leader, Tommy, however, 
calls off the "war," when 
Philip, a young, well-bred boy 
from the Rivcrview apartments 
arrives on the scene. Now the 
call is for solidarity. 

That the picture brings to 
the screen a story of vital in- 
terest and valid entertainment 
is shown in the statement of 
James A. Johnston, warden of 
Alcatraz Federal Prison, on his 
recent visit to Hollywood : 

"When all is said and done, 
the finest prison in the world 
is a monument to neglected 
youth. I believe if we spent 
more time and money in the 
making of citizens, we would 
not be obliged to spend so much 
in the attempt at their remak- 
ing."

School Board Selects 
Name for New Jr. High 

Proposed New Bala - Cynvvyd 

Building Named for 

Locality 

"The Bala-Cynwyd Junior High 
School of Lower Merion Township" 
is the name selected for the new Junior 
High School which will be erected in 
Cynwyd. 

This name was chosen after much 
discussion at the meeting of the Town- 
ship School Board Monday night. 
Plans and specifications for the build- 
ing will be ready for the Board's in- 
spection at a special meeting Decem- 
ber 13. 

Superintendent S. E. Downs sug- 
gested that the Township Commission- 
ers be asked to consider the widening 
of Bryn Mawr avenue to 30 feet along 
the school property site. 

According to Mr. Downs, the build- 
ing of the new school building will 
add greatly to the traffic problems of 
both Manayunk and Bryn Mawr ave- 
nues and make it necessary to furnish 
parking space if public meetings are 
held in the school. 

The widening of this road was 
brought up by the commissioners in 
May, 1936, but at that time was 
deemed inadvisable by the School 
Board. 

The consent of the trustees of the 
old Academy property will be neces- 
sary for a deed of dedication for the 
additional ground needed for the 
roadway, Mr. Downs pointed out. 

The following resignations were ac- 
cepted : Miss Peggy Morris, Domestic 
Science teacher at the Junior High 
School, and Miss Grace Ibbotson, of- 
fice secretary at the Bryn Mawr 
school. 

Miss Alice R. Scott, of Bryn Mawr, 
was named to succeed Miss Ibbotson, 
effective January 1. 

Plastering of the entire ceiling of 
Room Three in the Bryn Mawr School, 
was authorized by the Board. Chil- 
dren have been temporarily moved 
from this room, Superitendent 
Downs stated. Disintegration of the 
concrete on several cross beams was 
blamed for the condition of the plas- 
ter on the ceiling.
